Washington, Sept. 25—More than 
the promise 
of a conference

steel officials is now necessary to get 
striking steel worker- back to the 
plants. John Fitzpatrick, strike lead­ 
er, told the senate labor committee 
today. 
Fitzpatrick, the fir-t witne-s in tho 
investigation authorized by the sen­ 
ate Tuesday, declared that refusal 
of a conference was the cause of a 
trike and that the w o rk e rs will not 
go hack now until they get justice, he 
idded. 
Fitzpatrick made hi* state­ 
ment under questioning by Senator 
Ken von after lie. had told the com­ 
mittee that the -tee! officials took 
every means to prevent unionization 
of their

declared that 
bad conditions iii the steel industry 
were used in preventing the securing 
if improved conditions elsewhere.
